5. To see if the town will instruct the building com- 
mittee to place in, or on, the town building which is to be 
erected a Chase memorial tablet. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for repairs of highways for the ensuing year.

12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the high- 
way by the Wheeler schoolhouse, from either end of the 
new road built to take its place. 

13. To hear reports of agents and auditors or officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

14. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Citizens of Dunbarton: 

During the past year the larger part of our library was 
destroyed, but thanks to Rey. Alfred D. K. Shurtleff, a 
summer resident of our town, and the Cheerful Letter 
Exchange, we have received several hundred volumes 
towards a new library. 

Books have been received from the following places: 
The head office of the Cheerful Letter Exchange in Bos- 
ton, through Mrs. Lily Bhurt Porter, secretary; All Souls’ 
Alliance Branch, Braintree, Mass.; Chestnut Hill Branch, 
through Mrs. Frederick H. Darling, Chestnut Hill, Mass. ; 
Salem Branch, through Miss Eliza Philbrick; two lots from 
Springfield Branch, through Miss Clara D. Hoar, Crescent 
Hill, Springfield; Lowell Branch, through Miss A. F. An- 
derson; and Fairhaven Branch, through Mrs. Albert B. 
Kimball. 

Mr. Shurtleff explained our need to the Cheerful Letter 
Exchange, and inserted notices in the papers. In every 
case but one the freight or express charges on the books 
was paid. 

We would call the attention of the townspeople to the 
variety of topics treated of in the books received. It 
seems to the trustees that our library should be and might 
be made to be a valuable help to the schools. People con- 
tinually say to the trustees, ‘‘Why can’t we have some 
library books in our neighborhood?’’ It seems as though 
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a little thought would show to all the impossibility of 
establishing a library in each school district, yet this is 
what such requests mean. <A few years ago there was talk 
of a branch library in Manchester, but the trustees held 
that their library was not large enough to divide. 

Manchester is considered behind the times in library 
matters, yet their appropriation last year was one dollar 
for every eight citizens, and this year more than a dollar 
for seven citizens, while ours is not a dollar for ten. 

The trustees have suggested various plans for increasing 
the circulation of books, but thus far all have failed be- 
eause of lack of interest by the townspeople. We hope 
before another year we shall have a new library and a 
circulation that will include the whole town.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting this annual report of the school board to 
the district, we beg leave to call their attention to a few 
facts. 

The schools were fortunate in retaining nearly the same 
corps of teachers, with some changes in locality. No change 
has been made in the text-books this year. 

The appropriations for repairs wera not large enough to 
do all the work that the board thought necessary, the 
cost of shingling the house at the Center taking the larger 
part of it. There is an imperative need of painting this 
spring that will call for a liberal appropriation for repairs. 

The schools have been shorter this year than for the two 
last, owing to the increased cost of transportation. We feel 
that this has been a mistake. We think that the school 
and what is taught should be the principal thing, and not 
the facilities for getting to them. More individual effort 
on the part of parents and pupils must be made. ‘The 
schools are worth attending, even if scholars are unfor- 
tunate enough to live some distance away. 

We think that we have made the way too easy, as we 
furnished all the conveyance asked for, and then the 
children would not attend. 

We know that good work is being done in the schools. 
Our scholars that go out from them are well fitted for 
advanced schools. We take this occasion to thank the 
teachers for the special work that they have done the: past 
year. | .
